Article 3. To see if the town will vote to restrain horses, 
neat cattle and swine from running at large within the limits 
of the town the year ensuing. 

Voted, that they be so restrained. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to appoint agents 
for the care of the town cemeteries. 

Chose Charles H. Gifford, James J. Hatch, Wallace Hatch. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to authorize its 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 

Voted, that the Town Treasurer, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of revenue of the financial year be- 
ginning January 1st, 1920, and to issue a note or notes therefor 
payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred under this 
vote to be paid from revenue of said finanical year. 


Article 6. To see what method the town will adopt to sup- 
press the keeping and sale of intoxicating liquors and to prevent 
gambling and malicious mischief, and make an appropriation 
therefor or take any other action thereto. 

Appropriated $500 for the above purpose. 

Article 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to contract with the Buzzards Bay Electric Company 
to light the streets for the coming year or take any other action 
thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized. $10,000 appropriated. 

Article 8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to settle claims against the town which are pending or 
may arise against the town and to fix a definite amount which 
may be used by the board for the purpose, or take any other 
action thereon. 

Voted, that they be so authorized. $150 appropriated. 

Article 9. To see what method the town will adopt respect- 
ing the collection of taxes, and to fix compensation for the 
services of the Collector, or act thereon. 

Moved :—That the same method be adopted as last year, viz: 
that the compensation of the Collector be 1% of the amount 
collected; that the full amount of the April levy be paid to the 
Treasurer on or before December 31st. of the taxable year; that 
October 1st. be the date established when all taxes are payable 
and that interest at 6% per annum be charged from said date 
(in accordance with Chapter 190, General Acts of 1918) and that 
the December levy be paid to the Treasurer on such date as the 
Board of Assessors may determine. 


RESOLUTIONS ON THE DEATH OF SILAS HATCH. 


Seldom has the community been called upon to record the 
passing of one of its members who has served its interests in 
more varied ways and for a longer period of years than in the 
death March 4, 1919, of Silas Hatch. 

Mr. Hatch was of pure native descent, his ancestors having 
been among the original settlers of Falmouth. He represented 
in himself the best qualities of his ancestry ; integrity of purpose; 
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simplicity of life; a fine courtesy and deference toward those 
associated with him, a christian gentleness in speech and manner, 
which won for him the love and esteem of the entire community. 

Mr. Hatch served the town as Selectman and Assessor con- 
tinuously from 1876 until 1911, a period of thirty-five years. 
Upon his retirement from office, and in recognition of their regard 
and esteem, he was presented with a silver loving cup by his 
fellow citizens. Mr. Hatch served on numerous special ecom- 
mittees, and he was frequently called upon to administer estates. 

Wishing on occasion of his death to place on record their 
further recognition of his faithful and long continued service 
as well as appreciation of his personal qualities, his fellow towns- 
men in Town Meeting assembled, pass this minute to be inscribed 
upon the records, and a copy be sent to the surviving members 
of his family.

Article 12. To see if the town will accept the doings of 
the Selectmen in laying out the extension of Scranton Avenue to 
East Main Street and raise and appropriate a sum of money 
to work the same. By request of Selectmen. 

Voted, to accept the report of the Selectmen. $500 appro- 
priated to be taken from the Highway Department. 

Article 13. To see if the town will vote to macadamize or 
harden with some suitable surfacing material, a portion of 
Quissett Avenue (so-called) and raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the same. On petition of Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, to appropriate $2,000. To be done with some suitable 
surfacing material. 

Article 14. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars; Ten Thousand Dollars to 
be raised in the tax levy for 1920, and the remaining Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to be raised by the issue of the town’s nego- 
tiable notes or bonds, to be signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
signed by the Selectmen, or take such other action or method 
to raise such sum of money for the purpose of reconstructing 
and rebuilding by the use of stone, tar, or some other surface 
building process as the Highway Surveyor may adopt, the town 
highway now known as Shore Road (or Menauhant Road) from 
the long bridge on same (where the new road surface was com- 
pleted to in 1919) to Menauhant, thence Northerly through same 
to its intersection with the main highway as provided in Article 
number 20 of the town warrant of 1919. On petition of A. J. 
“Lovell and others. 

Voted, the same be indefinitely postponed. 

Article 15. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $150.00 to pay one-half the expense of curbing the

East side of Worcester Avenue, from Grand Avenue, to Naut« 
tucket Avenue, the abutting owners agreeing te pay one-half 
of total cost. Request of Park Commissioners. 

Voted, that $150.00 be appropriated for the purpose. To 
be taken from the regular appropriation for curbing. 

Article 16. To see if the town will instruct the Highway 
Surveyor to work and harden the full width (50 feet) Grand 
Avenue, from where the Heights Avenue enters Grand Avenue to 
point opposite store of Robert T. Grew. This work to be done 
on or before June Ist, 1920. Expense of work to be taken from 
regular Highway appropriation. Request of Park Commissioners. 

Recommended, that this work be done, and the expense be 
taken from the regular Highway appropriation. 

Article 17. To see if the town will vote to purchase an 
automobile combined pumping engine and hose truck, to be 
located in Falmouth center, of a type recommended by the 
Underwriters and raise and appropriate a sum of money therefor 
or take any other action thereon. 

Moved, that the town purchase a combined pumping engine 
chemical and hose truck, to be located in the village of the town, 
and that a sum of $12,500.00 be raised and appropriated for the 
purchase of same, and that the committee as recommended by 
the Finance Committee, namely, the Chief Engineer and the 
Selectmen be appointed to make the purchase with the view of 
getting a piece of apparatus that will meet with approval such 
tests as the Fire Underwriters may subject the same to. 

Article 18. To see if the town will vote to allow the Board 
of Fire Engineers to reorganize the Fire Department as recom- 
mended by the Engineer of the New England Insurance Exchange 
or take any other action thereon. On petition Fire Engineers. 

Voted, that the Fire Department be reorganized as recom- 
mended by the Engineer of the New England Insurance Exchange. 
$1200 appropriated. 

Article 19. To see if the town will authorize the Highway 
Surveyor to build anew or repair thoroughly the Morse Road, 
from Teaticket to Gifford Road, and will appropriate a sum of 
money therefor. On petition of Robert M. Morse and others. 

Voted, $5,000 to carry into effect the above article. 
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Article 20. To see if the town will take any action to bridge 
over the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Company where Locust Street 
(so-called) crosses the tracks on road to Woods Hole and raise 
and appropriate a sum of money to defray expense incurred in 
investigation. By request. 

Referred to the Selectmen and John P. Sylvia, Jr., to report 
at the next Town Meeting. 

Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the Cape Cod Farm Bureau, and to 
elect a Director, as authorized by Sections 1 and 5, Chapter 273, 
Acts of the Massachusetts Legislature of 1918. By request. 

Voted, to appropriate $300, and Harry V. Lawrence elected 
Director. 

Article 22. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
One Thousand Dollars ($1,000) for stone or other suitable ma- 
terial on a portion of the town highway called Wachusett Avenue, 
Falmouth Heights. Petition of John A. Davis and others. 

Voted, that the Avenue be put in repair. Funds to be taken 
from the regular Highway appropriation. 

Article 23. To see what action the town will take on the 
following recommendations of the Water Commissioners :—As the 
work of our office has largely increased while the salary of our 
Treasurer has remained the same as ten years ago, we recommend 
that we ‘be allowed to pay him the sum of $500.00 annually in 
addition to his present salary. On petition of the Water Com- 
missioners. 

Voted, that the Water Commissioners be allowed to pay S. 
A. Holton $500.00 in addition to his usual salary, and to be 
known as their financial Secretary. 

Article 24. To see if the town will authorize the Water 
Commissioners to extend the main from its present terminous 
on Whitman Road to the junction of said road with Gansett Road, 
a distance of approximately 600 feet and make an appropriation 
therefor, the money to be taken from funds on hand, estimated 
expense $3,000. This extension is to be under a guaranty of a 
9% annual income. On petition of the Water Commissioners. 

Voted, this extension be made with a 9% guaranty. Money 
to be taken from funds on hand. 
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Article 25. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to finish the hardening of the road from Landers’ 
corner (so-called) to the land of the Chappoquoit Associates in 
West Falmouth, a distance of approximately 2,000 feet. On 
petition of George T. Landers and others. 

Voted, to appropriate $3,000 for the above purpose. 

Article 26. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to be expended in the protection of Surf Drive 
between Salt Pond and the Sound, West from Salt River. On 
request of Highway Surveyor. 

Voted, that a committee consisting of the Highway Surveyor 
and Selectmen be appointed to investigate this matter, and make 
recommendations at a subsequent meeting. 

Article 27. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
Hight Thousand Dollars ($8,000.00) to build a tarvia road 16 
feet wide beginning at the East End pump and going over the 
Mail Road (North Falmouth road so-called) to connect with the 
hard road at the corner at George E. Tent’s place. Or borrow 
money therefor or take any other action thereon. On petition 
of Edga Swett and others. 

Voted, to appropriate $5,000 for the above purpose, to con- 
tinue the Mail Road, the work for which an appropriation was 
made last year, and the committee consisting of the Highway 
Surveyor and Selectmen be appointed'to see if any appropriation 
can be obtained from the Department of Highways to. be used 
in connection with this amount. 

Article 28. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a certain sum of money to harden the surface of a portion 
of the Fresh Pond road (so-called) with stone, tar or other 
material beginning at a point where hardening of the road was 
discontinued last year and extending to a point opposite the 
school house at Fresh Pond. On petition of Asa L. Pattee and 
others. 

Referred to the next annual Town Meeting. 

Article 29. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to repair School Street, and the West portion 
of Quissett Avenue, Woods Hole. Said repairs to extend from 
curb to curb. On petition of Charles E. Hall nad others.

Voted, to appropriate $5,000 for the above purpose. 

Article 80. To see if the town will raise and appropriate the 
sum of $1,000 to complete East Street, Woods Hole, from Main 
Street to intersect with the portion constructed last year. On 
petition of Charles E. Hall and others. 

Voted, to appropriate $1,000 for the same. 

Article 31. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,500 to be expended under the direction of the 
Falmouth Board of Trade, for band concerts and base ball for 
the season of 1920. Request of The Falmouth Board of Trade. 

Voted, to appropriate $500 for recreation, and $500 for band 
concerts. To be expended under the direction of the Recreation 
Committee, namely: Charles 8S. Burgess, R. D. Wells, Harry 
B. Albro. 

Article 32. To see if the town will vote to finish the harden- 
ing of the Davisville Road (so-called) and raise and appropriate 
a sum of money therefor. On petition of Andrew J. Lovell. 

Voted, that $5,000 be appropriated for the above purpose. 

Article 33. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to harden either with sand and oil, or some 
other suitable material, the Easterly half of the East and West 
Falmouth Road (so-called Old Brick Kiln Road) beginning at 
the junction of the Sandwich Road and leading into the main 
highway near the house of George Cahoon. On petition of 
Joseph Ferreira and others. 

Voted, to appropriate $5,000 for the above purpose. 

Article 34. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$25 to be paid to Antone Burgess for land taken in the repairs 
of the East and West Falmouth Road in 1919. On petition of 
Highway Surveyor. 

Voted ,to pay Antone Burgess $25 land damage. 

Article 35. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the care of Waquoit Cemetery, or take any 
other action therein or thereon. It being the desire of those 
interested that the town assume the care of the same. On 
petition of Watson C. Studley and 50 others. 

Voted, to accept the report of the Fnance Committee, that 
the Cemetery be placed in care of the Selectmen. 
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Article 36. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $48.50 to re-imburse the Woman’s Relief Corps for 
money paid by them in excess of the Memorial Day appropriation 
in the observance of Memorial Day.

The Board has received during the year four 
petitions for the laying out of new roads and one for the laying 
out of avenues for acceptance by the town as already laid out by 
private parties. The Board has attended to the prayers of the 
petitioners and laid out the roads and avenues as petitioned 
for and will present the same to the town for its action, with 
the exception of the road petitioned for by Charles Barrows and ° 
others of Waquoit. The Board in this case did not feel that 
conditions warranted the laying out of this road. 

The town at the last annual meeting placed in our hands, 
with other officials, the purchase of a fire engine; the matter of 
the Locust street tailroad bridge; the protection of surf drive 
and the feasibility of purchasing a sand and tar machine for the 
making of tar roads. 

After looking into various types of fire engines of the 
pumping type, the Board, with the Chief of the fire department, 
decided on the Ahrens-F'ox type of machine and made a contract 
for the same at a cost of $12,500.00. This machine was promptly 
delivered, passed all tests imposed upon it by the State Officials 
and has demonstrated its value at various fires since its installa- 
tion. 

In the matter of the Locust Street railroad bridge we had 
a conference with the Division Superintendent of the Woods Hole 
Division of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. Co., who assured us that 
he would co-operate with us to protect the public using the 
crossing by the issuance of certain orders to engineers to take 
effect when the flagman was absent. No complaint has been 
received since from the public and we conclude that the trouble 
has been remedied. 
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The question of the purchase of a sand and tar machine has 
been gone into thoroughly and it is the opinion of the Selectmen 
and Highway Surveyor that if the town is to continue the build- 
ing of this type of road that the town should own its own outfit 
for doing this kind of work as it is fair to assume that if parties 
from other towns can come here and build these roads at a profit 
that the town can also do it to its advantage and by so doing, 
give employment to the townspeople and keep the money so spent 
in the hands of the people rather than it should go out of town. 
The present cost of an outfit to build tar roads would cost $5,000. 

The present Fall and Winter storms have again cut into our 
beaches, more particularly the Vineyard Sound side of the town 
and have caused a good deal of damage to the road from Davis- 
ville to Menauhant and the same treatment must be applied to 
this road as to the Surf Drive west from the Salt River to the 
railroad, viz: piling must be driven on the sound side of the 
roads in the endeavor to stop the wind and sea from carrying 
away the beach hills. This or some other method must be em- 
ployed at once to save the roads from immediate destruction. 
We recommend that the town raise and appropriate a sum of 
money sufficient to do this work immediately, as we feel that 
further postponement will result in greater loss. 

It seems to the Board that if the town is to harden the road 
from Bourne’s Pond bridge to Menauhant that before this is 
done the road should be relocated carrying it in as far from the 
beach as is possible, as a long stretch of it is now entirely un- 
protected from the sea, the beach having been washed away up 
to the road bed already. We presume that this matter will be 
taken care of by articles in the warrant. 

The bluffs at Falmouth Heights has received particular 
attention, work and repairs have been done by the Park Com- 
missioners. We recommend that the same line of work be con- 
tinued to hold the bluffs from further damage be followed as 
has been done in 1919 and 1920 and that the town appropriate 
a sum to continue it. The town now has a sea wall on the entire 
frontage and it is now for the town to do such work as will stop 
the washing down of the bluffs which in some places has got 
back to the street line, such work is now being done and we 
recommend its continuance. 
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If the town is to continue the employment of traffic officers, 
you will allow this Board to call the attention of the voters to 
the great necessity of adopting some form or set of regulations 
which may be enforced by such officers. As the matter now 
stands these officers can only request that drivers of autos do 
other things to relieve congestion and care for the safety of the 
public. If the town will vote to, and adopt, regulations they 
can then enforce such rules and regulations as seem best adapted 
to our particular needs. No person who has seen the crowded 
condition of our streets this past summer can honestly deny that 
there is great need of such regulations whether he owns or drives 
a car himself or not. Another feature that has come to the 
public attention is the parking of large numbers of cars in the 
Main street during evenings when the Moving Picture houses are 
opened. This congestion must be taken from the Main Street 
in order to properly protect the public and we recommend that 
the town make some provision so to do at the next annual meeting 
by providing some parking place for autos in the rear of some 
of our public buildings where there is an area of land that is 
not now particularly utilized or occupied and not too far from 
the stores, theatres and the business center. 

Similiar conditions exist near to and opposite the bathing 
pavilion, the Board recommend to partly relieve the crowded 
condition there that the town instruct the Highway Surveyor to 
work the road for some distance on either side of entrance to 
pavilion the full width sloping the south side as much as possible 
and also to harden so much of the property as is available to 
make as large a parking place as is possible. 

It seems advisable that the town take some definite action 
relative to enlarging the pavilion. The janitor reports to us that 
he has not yet had near enough rooms for rental any year that 
he has had charge. The Board recommends that the building be 
enlarged and that a fee for rental be charged sufficient to make 
the property an asset to the town.

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We wish to again call the public’s attention to the fact that 
when a street light is not lighted call the superintendent’s office 
and if information is given during the day the business office 
and the management will immediately see that such lamps are 
replaced.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


The Water Commissioners hereby submit their annual report 
for the year ending December 31st, 1920: 

The large rainfall during the summer months was very 
favorable for the successful operation of the plant. The pumps 
with our present efficient staff of operatives have been able to 
give us a sufficient supply of water, but with as dry a season as 
those of 1916—1917 it would have been difficult to maintain an 
adequate supply. In view of the increasing number of services 
and prospective extensions it will soon be necessary to provide 
for an increased output of water. With this problem in mind we 
employed Richardson & Gay of Boston as consulting engineers 
and they recommend the installation of an auxiliary oil burning 
pump to suppliment those now in use or an increase of power 
for the present pumps. This to be obtained by the installation 
of new boilers capable of giving higher steam pressure. The 
present boilers are twenty-two years old and show signs of 
depreciation and will probably have to be replaced within a 
short time. In connection with the new boilers they recommend 
the installation of a new High Duty pump to take the place of 
the small ones now in use. Our engineer assures us that we 
could thus make a saving of 50% of the amount of coal burned. 

As we have reported in former years the cost of maintenance 9 
is constantly increasing owing to the age of the plant. 

The increased cost of fuel and supplies as well as labor 
make the present financial situation less satisfactory than we 
could wish, but taking all things into account we feel that the 
past year has been a successful one. Several hydrants have been 
broken by autos and the cost of replacement borne by insurance 
companies. 


OE 
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In accordance with a vote of the town at the last annual 
meeting we laid a 6-in. extension a distance of 650 feet on the 
Gansett property at Woods Hole at a cost of $1,543.25. 

Minor extensions have been made as follows :—603 feet of 
2-i## pipe on the Brick Kiln road at East Falmouth; 381 feet 2-in. 
pipe at Cahoon Place and 500 feet of 4-in. pipe in Walker Street, 
Falmouth Village. All of these extensions were made under a 
9% guaranty. 

Forty new services have been installed. 

The railing on the West Falmouth standpipe having been 
badly corroded has been repaired and strengthened and the 
standpipe thoroughly scraped and painted. 

For several years frequent requests have come to us for an 
extension to Davisville but as the revenue was small in proportion 
to the cost of the extension we have not felt justified in taking 
action. During the past year a house having been burned in 
that section the demand has been more insistant. There are 
thirty-eight houses on the proposed line, giving an estimated in- 
come of $300 at present, but which would probably be increased 
in the future. The estimated cost of 9,000 feet of 6-in. main ig 
$20,000. We refer the matter to the town for its action. An 
extension on Indiana Ave., at Falmouth Henghts, has also been 
asked for, this is estimated to cost about $1,000 with a present 
income of approximately $50 but which may be expected to in- 
crease in the near future. 

We understand that an extension on the Gansett tract at 
Woods Hole will be asked for but at time of writing no formal 

application has been made.

Below you will find statement of changes, repairs, and im- 

provements made at the station during the year. 
Engine Room. 

The valve seats of No. 2 pump were taken out and refaced 
and put back with new valves and springs which will cut down 
the slip on this pump. 

The air chambers on No. 1 and 2 pumps were increased and 
by doing so has cured the pounding in these pumps. 

Boiler Room 

No. 1 boiler was retubed-in the Spring as the tubes were 
giving out in the back end close to the tube sheet. No other 
repairs were needed in this room. 

Living Rooms. 

Three rooms were painted, papered and whitzned and threw 
new curtains in these rooms. 

Water Pumped 

The pond reached an unusual high level this Spring, there 
being at one time 6 inches of water in the pump room basement. 
The pond showing a rise of 57 inches on June 11th, 1920, over 
December 7th, 1918. At this date the pond has dropped 23 
inches. Owing to the heavy and frequent rains, the amount of 
water pumped is about the same as last year.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 

Your Highway Surveyor hereby submits the following report 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1920. 

When I assumed the office of Highway Surveyor last Febru- 
ary, it seemed that the proper thing to do was to examine the 
books and bills of that office to gather all the information possible 
for the season’s work regarding oil, asphalt and other materials 
purchased during 1919 and investigate where these materials 
were used and with what results. Especially did this appear 
to be necessary to me in view of the fact that the 1919 work 
seemed incomplete and that the report stated there was $2,000 
due and unpaid to the contractors. 

In arriving at these figures and facts, some accounts seemed 
misleading and others were found absolutely false. After some 
discussion with our Town Counsel, I decided to ask the Board 
of Selectmen for an audit of the books of this department. They 
felt that the best way in fairness to all concerned was to have 
a State Audit of this department under the Statutes covering 
State audits. 

A very competent accountant was sent us and after a very 
thorough investigation he submitted his report. The report has 
now been printed and distributed to the citizens of the town. 

The result is that the town does not have to pay Thomas & 
Murphy the balance as stated in last year’s Highway Report to 
be due them, namely, $2,000, and the town has also received from 
Joseph Galvin, an oil broker, $1,480 and from Thomas & Murphy, 
contractors, $10,000. This money has been paid to the Town 
Treasurer.

REMARKS AND RECOMMENDATIONS, 


There were insufficient funds available this year to build a 
tower, or make any other arrangements for the care of the fire 
hose after its use at a fire to dry and clean the same. The de- 
partment was forced to make use of the bandstand and the hose 
hanging over it made an unsightly spectacle but was the only 
way it could be handled. The care of the hose is an important 
element in prolonging the life of the hose and in ag much ag 
the apparatus at the central engine house or ‘‘Headquarters’’ 
is used more than any other apparatus in the department the 
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need of a tower for this purpose of drying and cleaning the hose 
is now a necessity of the first consideration. The fire house does 
not have the means of doing this work now and it is strongly 
recommended that the department be allowed to build a tower 
suitable for this purpose and equip the same. 

At the fire that occurred on March 17th in Woods Hole, 
at the U. S. Fisheries, it was found that the water pressure was 
very low and two of the hydrants were not in good condition. 
An examination was made thereupon of the majority of the 
hydrants in the town and it was found that very little attention 
has been paid to them. A great many were found to have minor 
troubles and the Water Department was requested to attend to 
those that could be fixed by this department. At present 
the hydrants are reported to have all been inspected by the 
Water Department and put in shape. The hydrant protection 
in the town is very good with the exception of the center of the 
town or Falmouth Village proper. There are, practically speak- 
ing, only three hydrants to protect the main street. Good fire 
protection experiences show that in sections similar to the 
business section of our town that there should be a hydrant 
for every 40,000 square feet of area. To do this would cost too 
much but this department feels that additional hydrant pro- 
tection should be given and therefore recommend that two 
additional three way 6-in. or 8-in. steamer connection hydrants 
be installed on the Main street—One opposite the Falmouth 
Restaurant, North side of street, and one opposite Walker street, 
North side Main street. 

It will be noted that this department was required to pur- 
chase additional equipment for the new engine other than that 
included in the purchase price, in order to properly equip the 
piece and this did not allow us sufficient funds to properly care 
for the Fire Alarm System. Practically the same condition exists 
with that system as last year. The system of wires and cross 
arms on the poles have outlived their usefullness, are rotten and 
weak. The manner of sending out the alarm is inadequate and 
the locations of the fire by such signals are impracticable. It 
is thought that if all the system was concentrated in the head- 
quarters house and the wiring to the street boxes repaired and in 
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addition a new air whistle alarm system in place of the electric 
siren that much better and quicker protection would result. It 
is therefore recommended that the department be allowed to have 
funds to take care of this condition of affairs, and bring the 
system up to date and the proper degree of efficiency. 

It is recommended that the department be allowed to put 
on a man on regular pay to care for the work in Hose No. 5 
at Woods Hole. There is a piece of valuable apparatus stationed 
there and it is now dependent upon the volunteer services of the 
members of the company. It does not receive the proper care 
and attention that should be given it; such as the daily running 
of the engine, idle on the floor, for five minutes each day; to 
see if the machine is in order for the emergency, that it is placed’ 
there for. A man that understands the machine is available and 
this department feels that the saving in the upkeep and repair 
and life of the apparatus will be more than the salary paid him. 
It is thought that by combining his services to the fire depart- 
ment and also act as janitor for the school house that ‘‘two birds 
could be killed with one stone.’’

The reason for the large increase in loss this year was caused 
by the fire March 17th, 1920, at Woods Hole, the loss being in 
this single instance $48,500.00 This fire occurred before the 
arrival of the new engine although purchase contract of the 
Same had been made. “Late discovery, poor water pressure, and 
two hydrants out of order caused the large loss as the fire could 
not be effectively fought. 

At the annual town meeting it was voted to reorganize the 
fire department and the following reorganization took effect. 
The Board of Engineers adopted a set of regulations and rules in 
conformity with Revised Laws, Chapter 23, and Amendments 
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thereto. A new engine company was organized and the members 
of it to receive the rate of pay of $100.00 per year with the ex- 
ception of the driver and pumper or Master Mechanic as he is 
called, who gets paid at the rate of $365.00 per year. This 
Master Mechanic is to have care of all apparatus repairs, the 
driver and operator of the new engine. All members of the en- 
gine company have been trained in their duties and are required 
to attend company drills and all meetings with the vrew of be- 
coming more efficient in any fire menace in the town. At each 
meeting different buildings are assumed to be on fire and the 
details of fighting such buildings are worked out, so that each 
man will be familiar with the work in case such buildings ever 
did get afire. The Board of Engineers feel that this reorganiz- 
ation is giving good satisfaction and is the most economical way 
to maintain interest in and work of the fire department. 

The Board of Engineers held a meeting on December 21st 
and the needs and requirements for the coming year were taken 
up and discussed in full. After close investigation of each need 
the following budget of expense for the coming year was deter- 
mined upon and is herewith submitted for your examination.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


The twenty-first annual report of the Gypsy and Brown-tail 
Moth work for the year ending December 31, 1920, is herewith 
submitted : 

Gypsy and Brown-Tail Moths. 

Conditions in general were much better than during the past 
few years, and inspection made over the town this fall shows 
nests in most sections greatly reduced in number and no marked 
increase in Brown-Tail webs. 

This department is now well equipped to care for all reason- 
able demands upon it, and it is with considerable pleasure we 
note the improved conditions in the Woods Hole Section and 
elsewhere, a direct result of spraying at the proper time which 
was possible this year, through having the new large sprayer. 

Our State Highways and town roads are for the most part 
in good condition, and no large areas will be stripped another 
year. The back woodlands where no work is being done are 
quite badly infested in some areas, but are not a direct menace 
to improved property; regarding residential property, would say 
that no serious infestations up to the present time has been 
found, and such matter brought to our attention. 

Work this fall has been wholly creosoting, not only has this 
work been done well, but we have also been able to extend our 
operations to a greater depth along our roadsides; and in addition 
to include large areas of woodland not treated in previous years. 
We would recommend continuing this method of work as the 
State will be unable another year to assist this department finan- 
cially and it would be unfortunate if the present good conditions 
are not maintained. 

I respectfully request that $5,000 be appropriated for the 
coming year. 
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We have received this past year assistance from the State 
Forester Department in the matter of tools, creosote and arsenate 
of lead to the amount of $2,312.82.

The twenty-first annual report of the Tree Warden for the 
year ending December 31, 1920, is herewith submitted: 

The usual spring pruning was attended to first, cutting off 
as many of the lower branches as was practical on the trees along 
the Town Highways. 

The tent caterpillars were more numerous than they have 
been for years, more especially down around Waquoit. I kept 
them well under control in all parts with the exception of 
Waquoit where there are more wild cherries for them to feed 
on than in any other section of the town. Consequently they did 
some damage before I could get enough help to destroy them in 
due season. 

The spraying season was a very favorable one as far as the 
weather was concerned. But we had considerble trouble with 
the spraying machine which broke down almost every time we 
used it, therefore I could not do as much spraying as I would 
have liked to. Nevertheless the trees looked well all summer and 
they held their foliage much later than usual.

To the Board of Selectmen :— 

I herewith submit my annual report of work done under 
your appropriation during the year of 1920: 

The Public Health work which under the statutes is being 
done through your appropriation falls under six headings—(1) 
Prenatal, (2) Child Welfare, (3) Pretubercular, (4)Mental hy- 
giene, (5) Social disease education, (6) All health propaganda 
and exhibits. The underlying factor of these divisions is EDU- 
CATION—edueating the public to live healthier and saner lives 
always striving to attain the goal, namely that of eliminating 
disease. Hence the keynote to the entire work is as before PRE- 
VENTION. 

The method of proceedure has followed along similar lines 
to that of previous years. According to all reports the hope of 
decreasing the mortality among mothers and the babies lies in 
greater emphasis upon prenatal work. Great stress has been 
laid along this line during the past year and has increased the 
work almost one half which is the greatest feature of our year’s 
work. As an outcome of this growth our child welfare work is 
strengthened, for we now can begin our work with the child at 
the time of birth and follow it closely to school age. 

Work in the other branches is being developed just so far as 
public opinion and existing conditions sustain and make it pos- 
sible. 

At the Falmouth Agricultural Fair in the fall we were kindly 
given space for a Child Welfare exhibit which gave us a splendid 
opportunity of showing the public some of the elementary prin- 
ciples in caring for the child. 

During the year it is hoped that the emphasis more than ever 
before may be upon a greater improvement of the health of the 
child and upon a broader education of the public in carrying out 
preventative measures in eradicating disease so that the 
health of the public may be raised to the highest notch.

During the past year the library has lost by resignation the 
very efficient and faithful services of its librarian, Miss Pamelia 
F. Robbins, who accepted a position on the staff of the Detroit 
Public Library. Miss Marion Eaton, a graduate of Simmons 
College library school, was engaged temporarily for the months 
of July and August, since which time Miss Ida E. Kershaw has 
acted as librarian. Much of the work of the librarian is of a 
highly technical nature, requiring an extended course of several 
years in a library school. It has been found impossible to obtain 
the former efficient service at any salary approaching that the 
library has been accustomed to pay.

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By-Laws 


Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate fifteen 
voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 


Sect. 3. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision ; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at, least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
theld on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 333.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at: 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
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of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hav- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE IT.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 3. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectinen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. ; 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together. with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. ' 


The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE III.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the geveral years in which rates are 
due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 
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ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 

goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 80th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 30th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection. with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal. 


Sect. 4. Voted to—Reduce the number of constables to be 
elected from eight to two, and that the Selectmen have authority 
to fill any vacancy they shall see the necessity for. 
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TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 
BY-LAWS RELATING TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS. 


Section 1. No person shall go from place to place in this 
town selling or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or 
barter, any fruits, vegetables, or fish in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license 
therefor from the License Board (Board of Selectmen, or any 
other Board or officer may be designated) provided, however, 
that this section shall not apply to any person who sells only 
fruits or vegetables raised or produced by himself or his family 
or fish which is obtained by his own labor or the labor of his 
family. 

Section 2. The (Board of Selectmen) shall have authority 
to grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intentions to become 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner re- 
voked by the (Board of Selectmen) shall expire one year after 
the granting thereof, and each person so licensed shall pay there- 
for a fee of $2.00. (Note. The fee fixed for such license must 
not exceed that which a licensee would be required to pay under 
section nineteen of Chapter 65, R. L., as amended by Chapter 
242 General Acts of 1916.) 

Section 3. No hawker or peddler shall sell, or offer or expose 
for sale, any of the articles enumerated in Section 135, of Chapter 
65 of Revised Law(, or ‘n any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto, until he has recorded his name and residence 
with the Town Clerk, or such board or officer as may be desig- 
nated by the Selectmen. Every person licensed under the pro- 
visions of the preceding section as hawker or peddler of fruits 
and vegetables shall record his name and residence in like man- 
ner with such board or officer. 

Section 4. No person hawking, peddling, or carrying or 
exposing any articles for sale, shall cry his wares to the dis- 
turbance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean, and do not leak. 
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Section 5. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the (Board 
of Selectmen) shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the (Board of Health) with a badge which shall be con- 
spicuously worn by him; and every other such hawker and 
peddler as described in Section three, shall provide himself with 
a badge, of such type, and design as may be approved by said 
(Board of Health) which he shall wear in like manner. Who- 
ever neglects to wear, or wears such a badge without authority, 
shall be punished by the penalty provided in Section 10 of this 
by-law. (Any other board or officer may be designated in place 
of the Board of Health.) 

Section 6. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a 
licensee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number plate, 
to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing the number 
and date of expiration of such license. 

Section 7. No person shall be registered or assigned a 
badge or number plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his 
registration. 

Section 8. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 
conflicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 

Section 9. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the Same.) 

Section 10. Whoever violates any provision of these by- 
laws shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Section 11. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee :— 

I submit herewith the report of the Superintendent of Schools 
for the year ending December 31, 1920. This rport is the thirty- 
ninth report of this office and will deal principally with two mat- 
ters, viz: a review of the growth and development of the schools 
during a period of ten years and a presentation of the present 
needs of the department. Included in this report are reports of 
the school physician, school nurse, Principal of high and junior 
high schools, teachers of music, drawing, household arts, manual 
training, and physical training. Appended are tables showing 
facts of enrollment, attendance, distribution of pupils by 
grades, age grade tables, list of teachers, growth of schools, total 
membership, comparative statistics of expenditures over a period 
of years and the financial report of the school department for the 
year ending December 31, 1920. Statistical data for attendance, 
etc., are taken from returns made to the State for the school year 
ending June 17, 1920. 


GROWTH AND DEVELOPMENT In common with schools in 
1911—1920. other communities of the 

State the Falmouth schools 

have passed through a period of rather rapid changes and wide 
development during the decade ending with the close of the 
school year June, 1920. There has been a steady growth in the 
number of pupils enrolled year by year from 686 in 1911 to 800 
in 1920. In 1911 the town employed twenty-five teachers regular 
and special in 1920, thirty-three. There were at the beginning of 
this period four small schools containing all grades, nine others 
that had as many as four and five grades per teacher, and but 
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two rooms where there was a single grade per teacher. At the 
present time there are no schools that have eight grades in one 
-room, four rooms that have four, five and six grades, two 
rooms that have three grades per teacher and ten rooms that have 
one grade in the room. This very significant development has 
brought very great improvements in teachers and in teaching in 
spite of serious shortages of desirable teachers in recent years. 

Another significant and important development during the 
period covered by this discussion is the increase in the length of 
school year for elementary schools from thirty-six weeks in 1911 
to thirty-eight weeks in 1920. This represents an increase of 
something over 5.5%. 

The average salary paid teachers in 1911 including principals 
and special teachers in both high and elementary schools was 
625.66. In 1920 the averarge was $1130.71. It-is significant to 
note here in passing that the average salary paid elementary 
teachers in the State last year (1920) was $1237.83, and of high 
school teachers $1695.48. In 1911 the amount paid for instrue- 
tion was $15,000, in 1920, $35,000, in round numbers and the total 
expenditure for all purposes was $35,911.54 in 1911, and $74,868.- 
‘84 in 1920. It should be noted here also that while Falmouth has 
increased school expenditure a little more than 100% in ten years, 
the majority of cities and towns of the commonwealth have suf- 
fered a like increase during the past three years. 

Theré have been important additions to courses of study 
during the period under discussion. Departments of manual 
training, household arts, physical training and State aided vo. 
cational agriculture have been introduced and specially trained 
‘teachers have been employed. In addition the work of medical 
‘inspection has been supplemented and its good effect multiplied 
by the employment of school nurses through the aid and co- 
operation of the Falmouth Nursing Association. These develop- 
ments have followed the course of generally approved practice 
elsewhere. 


Important changes in organization and administration have 
also been effected. In 1911 pupils were transported from North 
Falmouth and Hatchville and other sections of the town to the 
High school in Falmouth over distances as great as seven and 
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eight miles by horse-drawn vehicles and were on the road for one 
to two hours before and after school. At the present time pupils 
are transported by motor vehicles and are on the road scarcely 
more than twenty minutes on even the longest routes. A pupil 
today living six miles from Falmouth is as near his school from 
the point of view of time consumed in reaching school as a child 
who is within one-half mile but who must walk. 

Since 1911 the schools have established a systematic method 
of payments to teachers and school department employees. All 
these have their salary distributed over a twelve month period and 
receive it in twenty-four equal installments. The superintendent 
of schools is secretary of the school committee and keeps all 
records of the Committee. In order to relieve his office of the 
additional burdens these duties imposed and also to relieve 
him of clerical burdens, such as distributing supplies, typing re- 
reports, communications, and correspondence, ete., a full time 
clerk was added to his staff in 1915. 

More recent changes in organization include the transfer 
of grades seven and eight to Falmouth and the beginning made 
of a Junior High school. These beginnings include departmental 
instruction, modification of courses particularly in english his- 
tory, civics with the addition of course in manual training, house- 
hold arts, physical training and agriculture. 


NEEDS. Schools will always have needs if they continue to 

grow and serve the community adequately. There has 
been in the past an alarming failure (speaking of the subject 
broadly) to recognize some of the most fundamental and vital 
needs. I refer particularly to appropriations for teachers sal- 
aries. Happily there is now a tendency which may be character- 
ized as a definite movement toward rectifying a condition that 
is nothing short of deplorable—a condition the continuance of 
which would bring something very like disaster. The country 
has recognized the danger and has already taken steps to avoid 
it. Teachers’ salaries have more than doubled in ten years and 
in many instances in three years. An important need of the 
schools at the present is the need of continued and adequate 
financial support. Falmouth teachers are now receiving an 
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average salary considerably less than the average for the state 
and yet the estimates for 1921 carry a sum for teachers’ salaries 
alone which nearly equals the total expenditures for all purposes 
in 1915. I believe there will be need of further advances in order 
that Falmouth may not be obliged to accept the left-overs in the 
teacher market in the future. I make that statement in light 
of recent tendencies to further increase teachers’ salaries in other 
communities. The salary scale now in force as adopted in May, 
1920, is as follows :— 


Elementary High & Junior High 
Ist year 900 1100 
2nd ‘* 1000 1200 
8rd‘ 1100 1300 
4th ‘* 1200 1400 
5th ‘* 1300 1500 


The budget estimates should be increased to cover adequately 
advances in costs of janitors, teachers, supplies, repairs, fuel and 
everything that goes to maintaining an efficient school organiza- 
tion. It is not a good time to take counsel of our fears and advo- 
cate curtailments of any of our activities, for in no single instance 
has educational policy and practice in Falmouth gone beyond a 
point entirely in harmony with the best practices in our own 
State. This community will need in the next ten years the high- 
est type of education that its people can provide and our schools 
will reflect in efficient organization and administration the effect 
of wise and intelligent public opinion. 

A second need and a most pressing one is the need for more 
room at the High school. For six years, at least, it has been 
necessary to use corners, left-over spaces in this building not 
originally meant for class purposes. When additions were made 
to the building there was no increase in the size of the class rooms 
and an increase of only one in the number. Although the seat- 
ing capacity of the main study hall was increased from 80 to 120 
there was no corresponding increase in the size of class rooms, 
coat rooms, and toilet rooms. The school has increased in size 
until there is an enrollment of 135 in the high school proper. 
This number means serious congestion. These facts considered 
in conjunction with the conditions of the Falmouth grade school, 
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where it has been necessary for four or five years to use the third 
floor for class rooms, where ‘proper light and ventilation cannot 
be secured, show clearly the pressing need for additional housing 
for the High school and upper grades of the Falmouth schools. 
If the town continues to transport the seventy-five pupils of the 
seventh and eighth grades of the outlying schools to Falmouth, a 
policy which I strongly and unequivocally recommend, the need 
for more rooms is accentuated. The school must have a gym- 
nasium where classes in physical training can meet without the 
necessity of passing from one building to another. For the High 
school, alone—not for the moment including the pupils of the 
seventh and eighth grades—there should be three or four ad- 
ditional class-rooms and existing class-rooms are much too small. 
There is no room available for drawing, agriculture or physical 
training, and the commercial department, household arts, and 
manual training departments are seriously congested in the 
present quarters. I desire to recommend an addition to the 
present High school building sufficient to care for the needs of 
the present and the immediate future. 

I have made this report brief in order to better direct atten- 
tion to the most fundamental and pressing need of the schools, 
viz: increased housing facilities. Once our citizens actually real- 
ize the seriousness of the situation there will be a response that 
will guarantee the future well-being of the High school organiza- 
tion. While provision is being made for the High school pro- 
vision should be made for the Junior High school organization. 
Tt can be made with relatively slight increase in cost over the 
necessary plans for the High school. 

For the reports of the work of the Junior High, the depart- 
ment of physical education, agriculture, health and other activi- 
ties I invite your attention to the reports which follow this.

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Report of the Principal of Lawrence High School. 


Falmouth, Mass., Jan. 10, 1921. 
Mr, Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 

Dear Sir :— 

It gives me pleasure to submit my report as principal of the 
High school for the year 1920. 

We feel that the work of the past year has been very success- 
ful and satisfactory. The events during the close of the war and 
the losses in time and energy due to influenza naturally resulted 
in a decrease in the time given to school work, but the year 1920 
has been a strong year in every way. 

The separation of the school play, given in the spring of 


1920, from the graduation exercises seemed to meet with general. 


approval and we hope to carry out those events in the same way 
this year. It is also planned to give an entire evening to music 
in April or May, thus keeping up the custom of other years of 
having a ‘‘Spring Concert.’ 

Two pupils who were graduated in June have entered col- 
_ lege, one going to Dartmouth and the other to Boston University. 
Both entered on certificates from this school. Three girls have 
begun training courses for nurses in Boston hospitals. Three 
graduates have gone to other schools, and three have returned 
to this school to take post-graduate work in the business course. 
One of this last group plans to enter college next Fall. 

Last September we began to feel the difference in the prep- 
aration of pupils who entered the High School from the eighth 
grade in that the preparation was much more uniform. Those 
teachers who have given their best in the schools outside the 
village need not feel that the seventh and eighth grades are taught 
better than they could teach them if it were possible to give 
them the same chance, but we all know that it was not humanly 
possible for them to do for those pupils as much as has been 
done in the movement toward a Junior High School with its 
increase of teacher-time per pupil. The results are conclusive. 
This statement applies not only to the local situation but to 
the thousands of similar changes which have been made in 
school conditions throughout the country. Somewhere in the 
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life of the child the small district groups which have been 
taught under necessarily varying conditions must be united. 
School authorities generally agree that this can well be done 
at the beginning of the adolescent period. This means, in 
general, the age of the child at the beginning of the seventh 
grade. A study of adolescence is the basis of argument for 
the Junior High group. This stand was taken as early as 1893 
when the Committee of Ten on Secondary School Studies under 
the leadership of President Charles W. Eliot reported on the 
organization of the grades below the High School. 

During the month fifty of the High School pupils were 
engaged in selling the Christmas Health Seals. About fifteen 
thousand were sold in a house-to-house canvass and one hund- 
red and fifty dollars were thus added to the fund for fighting 
tuberculosis. 

Just before Christmas the play entitled ‘‘The Birds’ Christ- 
mas Carol’? was given in the Empire Theatre under the direc- 
tion of the English Department. The sum of sixty dollars was 
cleared from the play and turned in toward the town’s quota 
for the Hoover Fund for the starving children of Europe. 

Our school orchestra has for several years done some very 
good work under the leadership of one of the teachers and at 
times has had the kind assistance of some of the former pupils. 
This branch of the music work could and should be developee 
beyond its present condition. I trust that it will be possible 
to arrive at some definite arrangement for leadership of the 
orchestra next year. 

In connection with the work of the English Department 
some members of the Senior and Junior classes have given read- 
ings or recitations each week at the Wednesday morning exer- 
cises of the school. Often some of their own compositions in 
English have been recited but sometimes readings from stand- 
ard authors have been used. 

Some of our pupils suffer from lack of preparation in daily 
recitations due to late hours at evening entertainments during 
the school week. Investigations have shown that a large num- 
ber of children are out three or more nights a week when school 
days follow. Adults cannot stand the strain and be fit for 
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their work the next day. Children, who need an hour or two 
more sleep can much less do so. Teachers can and do advise 
on this point but it remains for the parent to enforce proper 
regulations. 

We now have the certificate privilege from Dartmouth, 
from the Worcester Polytechnic Institute, and from all colleges 
under the New England College Entrance Certificate Board. 
Under these provisions our pupils who pursue a college pre- 
paratory course have all the privileges that the graduates of 
any high school or preparatory school can have. No pupil, 
however, can enter college in this way unless he has main- 
tained a rank of 85% in the courses required for admission. 

I am glad to write a word of appreciation of the most 
whole-hearted co-operation of the teaching force of the school. 
Each teacher is a conscientious worker and we are indeed for- 
tunate in these times to have so good a faculty. While we have 
lost teachers who have gone to more remunerative positions, 
we are, nevertheless, to be congratulated in having been able 
to hold a majority over from year to year, which is more than 
many schools have done. 

We have enjoyed during the year the increased number of 
visitors, both from our own town and from other towns and 
cities. In this way the school has been able to hear a number of 
excellent speakers. 

In behalf of the faculty of the school I wish to extend 
thanks for the many courtesies shown us by the School Board 
and by yourself as Superintendent of Schools.

Report of Physical Director in Falmouth Public Schools. 


Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 
Dear Sir :—I hereby submit my report as Director of Physical 
Training in the Falmouth Publie Schools: 
This course is designed to improve the physical condition of 
the boys and girls of the Falmouth schools. The most emphasis 
of this work has been laid upon the correct posture of the body, 
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including erect carriage and the proper development of the chest 
and shoulders. Poor posture comes partly through the general 
lack of muscular tone caused by poor nutrition and also frons 
the long detention in a sitting position, which leads to a habit of 
relaxation. These influences are particularly harmful during the 
growing period when there is a natural tendency to weak posi- 
tions, increased during school life, by the detraction of vitality 
to mental development. As the bony structure at this age is not 
fully hardened, habits of carriage may, to a certain extent, literat- 
ly grow into the structure past the possibility of modification. 
One of the principal objects of physical exercise is to overcome 
some of the weakening influences of enforced inactivity for five 
hours of the school day. 

Each grade in the Falmouth schools through the 6th grade 
and also all of the outside rural schools are visited by the director 
once a week. At this time a lesson is taught by the supervisor to 
be followed up by the teacher of the room during the ten minute 
periods each of the following week. 

The work given in the primary grades consists of (1) story 
plays, based on the occupations and activities of every-day life, 
in a definite order so that all parts of the body are exercised ; 
(2) singing games and simple folk rhythms. 

In the intermediate grades formal gymnastics are introduced. 
School-room and playground games and rhythmic work are also 
given. The importance of games for the development of speed, 
accuracy and muscle control and of rhythmie work for balance 
and poise must not be overlooked entirely. At this point I should 
like to speak of the lack of material in the out-door playgrounds. 
The Falmouth school and the district schools are greatly in need 
of playground equipment for the recess period. I would like to 
appeal for a sum of money to be spent in each of these places 
in the purchase of swings, see-saws, horizontal or parallel bars, 
giant stride, ete., for the school yards. 

In the Junior High and the Lawrence High school grades 
my time has been spent with groups of girls only. Each of these 
grades receive 80 minutes a week in physical exercises. The work 
here consists of marching tactics, competitive games, calesthenies, 
advanced folk dances, dumb-bell and wand drills and apparatus 
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work. Special emphasis is also laid upon posture in all of these 
grades. 

The gymnasium which is used by the High School classes is 
lacking in sufficient floor space and is very poorly ventilated. 
There should also be a place for lockers and dressing rooms and 
shower baths. A modern gymnasium, well equipped, would be 
of great benefit to the community, as well as to the school itself. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, 
the principals and teachers for their conscientious assistance and 
support in my work. :

Report of Director of Drawing. 


Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 

Dear Sir:—I take pleasure in submitting herewith my report 
as Supervisor of Drawing for the past four months: 

When I assumed charge of the Art Department in September, 
1920, I found the conditions very good in most respects as a 
result of the excellent work done by my predecessor, Mrs. A. R. 
Imce. I have tried to make that disturbance which is unavoid- 
able with a change in administration as slight as possible, intro- 
ducing few innovations and those only after very careful con- 
sideration. Like her, I visit every class in the system once a 
week. I have also continued her practice of dividing the first 
six elementary grades into two groups of three each. Some such 
arrangement is necessary in this town, where so many rooms 
have more than one class and where the number of pupils in each 
is often so small. 

Not only is this organization expedient, but there is a sound 
pedagogical reason for it. The average child’s mind undergoes 
a gradual but distinct change at about the age of his promotion 
from the third to the fourth grade. Prior to this time he is in 
what might be called the golden age of imagination, when fairies, 
Santa Claus and other unsubstantial beings seem very real in- 
deed to him and he draws what he sees with his mind’s eye much 
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more freely and enthusiastically than anything visible to his. 
physical sight—draws with less effort and more joy than he prob- 
ably ever will again. His hands are awkward and his vision un- 
trained, but his imagination supplies for him all the deficiencies 
of his crude scrawls; and the policy of his teachers should be en- 
couragement and stimulation of his expression with very little 
criticism from the standpoint of realistic representation. 

But as he grows older and his observation grows keener he 
becomes more clearly aware of the real world about him and 
more critical of his own drawing of it. This gives his teachers 
opportunity to help him improve his symbols of expression while 
at the same time preserving as long as possible his waning spon- 
taneity of imagination. He now appreciates more the value of 
orderliness of arrangement (which is the essence of design). His 
muscles are more precise in their movements and his perceptions 
of color and form more accurate. 

When he passes the sixth grade he normally enters a period 
of self-consciousness. His observation is now highly developed, 
making him more critical than ever of his own drawing, and it 
is often very difficult to preserve his ambition and his interest in 
it. On the other hand, his appreciation of beauty in nature and 
art is constantly increasing, and he is also beginning to make 
plans for his future career. Consequently in the Junior High 
School there is increasing emphasis upon the development of good 
taste and the practical value of art as a source of enjoyment and 
inspiration through life. 

In the Senior High School these elements of appreciation and 
vocation are brought to a climax. I have organized the following 
courses here :— 

General Art. 

A broad, cultural course, the work in which comes under 
the following heads :— 

Personal Art: good taste in dress. 

Home Art: planning, building, furnishing and laying out 

grounds, around the average home. 

Civie Art: making the community more attractive. 

Fine Art Appreciation: increasing one’s enjoyment of works 

of fine art. 
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Commercial Art. 
The principles of art as applied to advertising and display. 
Technical Freehand Drawing. 
For students preparing to enter technical schools. 
Special Art. 
For students preparing to enter art schools. 
Gardening and Estate Management. 

For students intending to become gardeners, estate or park 
superintendents, or landscape architects. This course is con- 
ducted by the Agriculture Instructor, Mr. J. C. Hawkes, and 
myself in colaboration. 

This brings me to a point upon which I wish to place the 
utmost emphasis: that is, the dire need of a special classroom for 
drawing at the High school. A studio is almost as indispensible 
in the teaching of advanced work in art as a laboratory for 
chemistry or physics or a shop for manual training. I hope that 
the town will give generous consideration to this need as soon as 
possible. 

I wish more time could be given to art in the High school 
and Junior High. I believe the town would be benefitted if two 
days of the supervisor’s time each week were given to these, each 
lower grade being visited every other week—having the same 
amount of drawing as now, only a larger proportion of it taught 
by their room teacher. When it is remembered that the advanced 
work ig not merely the plastering on of a polite accomplishment, 
but is of extremely practical importance to everyone, it would 
seem that more than forty minutes per week should be given 
to its study. 

The limited time available I consider more profitably spent 
by most of the students—those in the ‘‘general’’ course—in 
learning to select beautiful designs than in producing them. It 
must be admitted, however, that this policy will not result in as 
striking an annual exhibition as would a different procedure, and 
I hope that the parents will bear this fact in mind when that 
event takes place, remembering that many of the products of the 
course are in the minds of the pupils and cannot be tacked up 
on the wall. The purpose of this course is not to make artists 
but to make citizens who will know how to use good taste and 
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intelligence in making their persons, their homes and their com- 
munity as attractive as possible. 

I would like to reiterate Mrs. Luce’s plea in last year’s re- 
port for more beautiful school rooms and grounds. Falmouth 
is ahead of some towns in this respect, but there is yet much room 
for improvement. 

In conclusion I wish to heartily thank the School Committee, 
superintendent and teachers for their cordial support and co- 
operation, making my work with them a real pleasure.

Report of the Supervisor of Music in the Falmouth Schools. 


Falmouth, Mass., Jan. 1,1921. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 


Dear Sir:—I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of 
Music for the year ending December 31, 1920: 

Most of the schools carried on the work with creditable 
results, with the exception of rooms where changes were made in 
the teaching force; in which case music as well as other special 
subjects must suffer or be retarded, until such time as the gerade 
teacher becomes familiar with the work or in other words ‘‘finds 
herself.’ In some instances a grade teacher never finds herself 
in public school music work for the very reason that he or she 
was never prepared to properly teach even the fundamentals of 
public school music. I speak from several years’ experience with 
the work. 

It is only within a space of a few years that our Normal 
Schools have woke to the fact that music should have a stronger 
place in our school courses. There was a time when school music 
meant singing for the entertainment of visitors or friends, or at 
commencement or other public occasions. Today our leading 
Educators are recognizing it as a required subject and are foster- 
ing and supporting it. 

The Village Grammar school did very good work during 
the year; both in tone and sight reading. Splendid work was 
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accomplished in the Woods Hole School up to the latter part of 
the year when circumstances required a change in teachers in 
both rooms. 

The suburban: schools with one or two exceptions did good 
work. The course is modified to meet the requirements of each 
school. No two communities are alike and the psychological 
effect of a method which might produce favorable. results in 
Falmouth and Woods Hole schools would not produce the same 
results in some outside districts. 

Owing to the time lost on account of the influenza our work 
was seriously curtailed in the High school and the Spring Concert 
was omitted. Special music was prepared and sung by the Chorus 
at the annual Senior play. 

At the opening of the Fall term last September it was deemed 
advisable owing to our finding it impossible to carry out the 
weekly visitation schedule last year with the one session plan 
to visit the rooms every other week with the exception of the 
High and Junior High schools and the fifth and sixth grades 
of the Village Grammar school. Under this present schedule 
the work is progressing as well as could be expected. An 
outline may be ever so plain as far as the mechanics are con- 
cerned yet the more frequent the lessons are conducted by the 
Supervisor the greater the progress by the class in tone and 
the essentials which qualify it. It is my intention to have an 
exhibition of the music work in several of the schools during 
the present school year. 

I wish to make an appeal for an Elective course in Ele- 
mentary Harmony and Appreciation in the High school, also 
for a course in Appreciation in the grades. There are many 
reasons why a course in Appreciation justifies itself. First 
and foremost, it interests the children and tends to quicken real 
musical growth. Second, it broadens the teacher. Why? Be- 
cause she must give time and study to the preparation of the 
lesson.. The more she studies, the more she grows. The more 
she loves music, the greater the inspiration she passes on to the 
pupils. | 

Indirectly it will be the means of giving us better prepared 
and more musical teachers. By adding this course in Apprecia- 
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tion we have not only materially strengthened our teachers and 
the more gifted musical pupils; but we have done more. We have 
prepared the less gifted child who can take in more than he can 
express, to become an intelligent listener—a lover of music 
though unskilled as a performer. Musical statistics show that 
this type of music lover far outnumbers the other. Taking this 
in consideration should we withhold such preparation from this 
large percent of our pupils? Too much cannot be said about the 
advantages of such a course in the lower grades. The impres- 
sions made during the first years in school are the most lasting. 
The child’s power of absorption in music study between the years 
of six and twelve is simply enormous, therefore we must begin 
to sow the seeds of appreciation at the earliest possible moment. 
Such a course in our grades would be of inestimable value to our 
boys and girls in High school. 

I would recommend that it should be continued as an Elective 
course during the four years in High school and combined with 
an Elementary Course in Harmony with credit. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the teachers and Superintendent 
for their support the past year.

From the statistical report it will be seen that the work of 
the nurses in the schools and with the school children during the 
past year has continued along the lines of previous years. The 
increased amount of work has been made possible by the addition 
of the second. nurse to the staff of the Falmouth Nursing Asso- 
ciation who has been appointed by the School Board to give part 
of her time to the schools. The work in the school room has not 
grown to the extent that it would have, had there been two ses- 
sions in the school. As a result greater emphasis has been laid 
upon the home visits. 

At the opening of school in September, 1919, a careful check- 
ing up of vaccinations was made. Every child who had not been 
vaccinated or did not hold a certificate of exemption was excluded 
until the requirements made by the Board of Health were ful- 
filled. In some instances there was considerable delay. To avoid 
repitition this year the Board of Health made arrangements to 
send a physician to such places as were appointed by the school 
nurse for the purpose of maintaining a vaccination clinic. Three 
clinies were held: one in Teaticket, one in East Falmouth, and 
one in Waquoit. Forty-five children were successfully vaccinated, 
thus this problem was solved in a most satisfactory manner. 

In previous years the vision and hearing tests on the school 
children were done by the teachers which made it impossible to 
maintain a uniform standard throughout the schools. Since it 
was the responsibility of the school nurses who are the teachers 
of hygiene to make the arrangements for the remedying of these 
defects, permission was granted them to make the tests, thus 
making the tests uniform and simplifying the task of remedying 
the defects since it could be done in a more comprehensive man- 
ner. 


In the third and fourth grades throughout the township the 
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Health Crusade was organized late in the winter. The purpose 
of the Crusade is to teach the young children a few of the im- 
portant health habits through the elements of play and romance. 
The Crusade covers a period of fifteen weeks which is broken up 
into periods of five weeks each. At the end of each they receive 
a pin as an emblem of title obtained. Great interest was taken in 
the majority of the schools, and in two of the schools the children 
continued to keep their score card into the summer so as to earn 
their final title and pin. Among the girls in the seventh grade a 
class in Mothereraft was formed. Much enthusiasm was display- 
ed by the girls as they learned the simple rules of hygiene and 
the elementary principles of the care of the baby. The girls gave 
demonstrations as to the care of the baby at the Barnstable Fair 
and at our own Agricultural Fair. 

Out of the one session school day arose the problem of school 
lunch. After making a careful survey of the schools it was 
decided to make the experiment of serving a lunch at the Hast 
Falmouth school. With the co-operation of the Farm Bureau and 
a local committee hot cocoa was served from January to May 
three times a week at two cents a cup. The girls. under the 
supervision of the teachers, prepare and serve it. It was ob- 
served that those who needed it the most did not have it, so during 
the summer funds were raised among the parents in order that 
cocoa might again be served. This year each one whose parent 
had signified, by making a contribution, the desire that their child 
have cocoa, receives it. It is served daily with an average of 
fifty cups a day. It is hoped that it will soon be possible to have 
a hot dish in each school where the children bring their lunch. 

The Falmouth Nursing Association continues to simplify the 
problem of remedying defects among the schoolchildren, not only 
by maintaining the Health Centre where clinics may be held, but 
also by supporting the dental clinic. The throat, eye and tuber- 
culosis clinies have continued on the same plan as last year while 
with the dental clinic there was a slight change in its policy. 
Only children in the first and second grades were cared for. Each 
dentist worked the same number of hours as the year before and 
treated twice the number of children, thus proving the real value 
of finding the trouble early and correcting it. A good beginning

was made in the huge task of correcting dental conditions. It is 
hoped that this year the younger children can be cared for in 
less time so that the older children may begin to receive treatment 
at the clinic. 

These clinics have not been free to those who have attended 
them, practically every child has paid something and the income 
from them has been over five hundred dollars which has been 
handed over to the operators of the clinics, 

In closing, I wish to thank the Superintendent of Schools, 
the School Committee and all the teachers for the splendid co- 
operation with the health work among the school children.

These clinics have been well attended and are entirely sue- 
cessful. Many children have been given great comfort and a 
better chance in life by having their physical conditions brought 
up to normal. It is the hope of this department that this good 
work may continue as the future will show results that are not 
now apparent. :

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Report of Domestic Scieince Department. 


Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 


Falmouth, Mass., January 1, 1921. 


Dear Sir:—I hereby present the course given in Domestic 
Science in Lawrence High School during the year 1920—1921. 

The purpose of teaching Domestic Science in the schools is 
two-fold : 

First, it is to acquaint the pupil with the economic, scientific 
and artistic problems of home making. 

Second, to interest any girl in choosing this subject in a 
professional manner as teaching sewing, cooking, household man- 
agement and dietetics. 

The work is started in the seventh grade by offering the fol- 
lowing course :—Learning fundamental stitches, making a simple 
article such as a sewing apron; a bit of faney work as hem- 
stitching a guest towel; the correct method of darning and mend- 
ing and making a cooking outfit. 

Cooking instruction is begun in the eighth grade using the 
breakfast as the principal meal to prepare. Before any actual 
cooking is done, however, the different utensils are studied and 
all measurements learned. In studying the breakfast, menues are 
brought in by the children giving what they have in their own 
homes. From these we draw conclusions for a well balanced 
meal. Each week a separate dish is prepared so that by the end 
of the year they may serve the proper and appetizing breakfast. 
We compute the cost of each recipe and in this way begin to 
realize the advantage of the budget system to women. Aside 
from cooking, the study of the dining room is taken up. 

This year the course has been changed so that every Fresh- 
man might elect sewing and Sophomores elect cooking and house- 
hold management for one laboratory period a week. By this 
means it is the desire of the department to give every pupil an 
opportunity to take the course and in time to extend it through- 
out the entire high school. In a place like Falmouth where there 
is no vocational school it seems the only method by which all 
the children may be reached. 
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During the freshman year the girls are expected to make a 
set of underwear and an outside garment. 

The advanced course in cooking and household management 
consists of estimating the cost of furnishing a kitchen, making a 
drawing of the room, keeping in mind the preparation and clear- 
ing away of food so as to save steps. Great emphasis is placed 
upon the planning of this room as the housekeeper spends most of 
her time there. 

Dietetics is started in this class also, taking up in detail the 
composition and nutritive value of different foods and how to 
combine them in order to make the most nourishing and attractive 
meal, 

Outside of the regular course of study the classes prepare 
and serve a school lunch twice a week during the winter months. 
On account of limited accommodations only about thirty servings 
can be supplied. We plan to serve something hot as cocoa, soups, 
ete., for many children are deprived of anything but a cold lunch 
until they reach home in the late afternoon. This plan not only 
provides a hot dish for the school but gives the class the prac- 
tical experience of cooking in large quantities and managing a 
lunch counter.

Report of the Manual Training and Physical Training Instructor. 
Mr, Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 
Falmotth, Mass., January 15, 1921. - 


Dear Sir:—I take much pleasure in presenting my report of 
Manual Training and Physical Training for the High school boys. 

As there have been only four months of school since I came 
to Falmouth, it is rather difficult for me to give a very definite 
report of my work or the results of my work. In Manual Train- 
ing the course of study I am using is somewhat similar to the one 
used last year. The course is intended to be practical, yet simple 
enough for the boys to grasp the essentials and do good work. 


; 
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I do not believe in trying to make tradesmen of our boys in 
school but rather teach citizenship to them by making them ap- 
preciate the life that goes on around them every day. If they 
can be taught to understand the simple rudiments of carpentry, 
cabinet making, ete., and they understand some of the things that 
the men in the trade have to know and do in their every day life, 
I believe they will appreciate more the men that are in the trade 
and will be better citizens. The boys of a few years ago were 
allowed to go in and out of shops and were able to find out what 
they liked to do and how things were made and done. But in 
this age, the ‘‘No Admittance’’ sign is hung out at all the shop 
doors and boys cannot learn about shop life; therefore we must 
teach these things in our schools and have our boys appreciate 
the industrial life. If it is possible to teach them this through 
Manual Training I believe it deserves a real place in our school 
corriculum. 

We have taken a corner of the back room of the Manual 
Training shop and made a partition for an office. It is now pos- 
sible to lock up tools, drawing instruments, ete., which before were 
where all could have access to. Several boys are making book- 
cases, magazine racks, tables, umbrella racks, tabourets, stands, 
ete., while others have farm necessities, step ladder, skis, and sleds 
under construction. As far as practical and possible I believe 
in allowing the boys to make what they are most interested in; 
as long as it is within his skill. Several Sophomore boys are tak- 
ing Mechanical Drawing and are doing good work. I hope that 
soon a larger and less congested room may be had for Manual 
Training, so that the machinery may be in the same room. All 
the equipment is in good condition and the machinery is also. 
The following is a copy of my course of study: 


Grade VII 


The fundamentals of Manual Training are taught in this 
grade. The study of tools is taken up with each project. A 
mechanical drawing of each object is made before construction 
really begins. 
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Problems 
Window Stick (Choice of) Brush broom holder 
Necktie rack, Hat rack 
Bread board Knife and fork box 
Towel roller Sewing companion 

(Choice of) Book rack, Foot stool, Waste basket 
Grade VIII 


This grade is somewhat advanced of grade VII. Study of 
wood and lumber together with study of tools is taken up. Me- 
chanical drawing is given also, and a mechanical drawing is re- 
quired of each object made.

Book rack Tool chest 
Foot stool Stepladder 
Similar objects 
Grade IX 


Mechanical drawing and wood working each have one-half 
the time given in this grade. In mechanical drawing geometrical 
figures, furniture, and simple machine drafting is studied. In 
wood-working furniture and farm projects are made, and wood 
finishes and paintings are taught. Simple household and school 
. repairs are done in this grade.

In my Physical Training I am also taking ‘‘Citizenship’’ for 
my motto. 
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I am trying to bring this out in several ways—by means of 
play, drills, and individual development. If we can install the 
spirit of fair play into our boys and have them always play hard 
but clean, we shall do much towards making them better citizens. 

During the Fall we had our Physical classes on the play- 
ground in back of the High school and had good success at 
games and drills. Since the colder weather has eume we have 
had to go inside into the lower town hall, which, though small, 
is fairly well equipped. The hall is too small for games which I 
believe to be one of the best means of physical development, so 
we are forced to do individual work in floor work and drills and 
apparatus work. I am looking forward to warm weather so we 
may have our work outside again. 

This Fall we were rather late in starting football and all 
the boys were new at the game since it has not been played here 
for a number of years, but I considered we had a very satisfactory 
year all things taken together. We won one-half our games, wiu- 
ning from Tabor Academy and the Alumni, losing from Tabor 
and Hyannis, while we tied the second game with Hyannis. Next 
year we should have a fine team, as only one of the team grad- 
uates. 

We are hoping to have a hockey team if the ice holds good 
and in the Spring we hope to have both baseball and track teams.

Report of the Agricultural Instructor. 
Falmouth, Mass., January 1, 1921. 
Mr. Carl Holman, Superintendent of Schools, Falmouth, Mass., 
Dear Sir:—I herewith submit to you the first annual report 
of the Agricultural Department of the Lawrence High school for 
the year ending December 31, 1920. 
For several years past, live educators throughout the country 
have realized that the public school system, as it has existed, has 
failed to educate the great majority of pupils. As a result of 
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their efforts, courses have been introduced in such practical sub- 
jects as Domestic Science, Commercial Courses, Manual Training, 
Engineering and Agriculture. 

Massachusetts has been one of the pioneer states in carrying 
out these suggestions, but even yet figures show that only about 
five per cent. of the children who enter public schools continue 
their studies through High school and college. In other words, 
approximately ninety-five per cent of the children of Massachu- 
setts go out into life with no practical preparation for earning 
a living. 

The Vocational Agricultural Department aims to make it 
possible for the boys and girls who complete the course to sup- 
port themselves, and, incidentally, to be ‘‘earning’’ while they 
are ‘‘learning.’’ 

We especially wish you to realize that the course is open, 
not only to those enrolled in the public schools, but also to any 
person over fourteen years of age who desires agricultural train- 
ing. 

Our system aims to combine the practical and theoretical by 
requiring the student to carry on, throughout the year, a project 
with the course of study. This year the students are carrying 
projects in poultry and orcharding and are manifesting a great 
deal of interest. One of the boys has built a hen-house for his 
birds, while two others have purchased and remodelled old houses. 

This department also proposes to serve the people of the 
town by assisting them in solving their agricultural problems, 
and the instructor will gladly give information to any who re- 
quest it. Some of the projects which we are desirous of promot- 
ing in the town are these :— 

Better poultry. 
Better Orchard management. 
Rotation of crops. 
- More intelligent use of fertilizers. 
Liming the soil. 
Balancing rations for the farm animals and 
Controlling diseases and insects on the crops. 

As much of the students’ project work is carried on through 

the Summer, and as many of the agricultural problems arise at

that time, the instructor will remain on the job throughout the 
greater part of the season. 

Special effort will be made this Spring to enroll as many 
school children as possible in the ‘‘Home Garden Club”’ as we 
believe that the training and experience which the child receives 
is often most valuable in after years. We earnestly desire that 
every parent whose child is interested in this project will give 
his heartiest support and co-operation. 

The attached outline is our course of study.
